speeies. Around a nearby sait sprin^ were ^rowing braekisli-water 
plants, sueh as Typha augmtijoha L., Elcocharinpurnda (R. & S.) Link, 
var. typica (aeeordin^ to Dr. II. K. Sven.son), ZaïDiirlirllia pulu^lriii 
L. var. major (Hoenningli.) Koeh, and Scirpus ramprtftri.'i Jiritton, var. 
paladoum (A. Nels.) Fern. Ail these speeies oeeur in braekish or sait 
marshes along the Atlantie eoast and are rare inland, espeeially in the 
ease of Elrocharin parrida var. fypica. That the sait liek in Saliin* 
Connty revealed the very snrprising natural stand of 
.'ijncata and that it had escaped the attention of botanists in Mis.souri 
and elsewhere for over a hundred years seeins alniost reinarkable, and 
is one further proof of the need for extensive exploration of not only 
Missouri, but other States. 

The writer’s eolleetion is from the valley of Heath’s Creek, east of 
Flk I aek Springs, Seet. 17, d miles Southwest of Ridge Prairie, Saline 
Coiinty, Oet.

R. Ro.ssbaeh’s paper 
on “Aquatie Utrieularias” (Rhodoka 41: 121. 1939) I read that l '. 

purpuna lias receiitly be(*n “found in Montreal Co., Quebee.” In- 
asinueh as the author draws the inference that “it grows near the eity 
of Montreal, and therefore in the low valley of the St. Lawrence River, 
as is to be expeeted of a generally eoastal plain plant extending 
northward,’’ I think it useful to inake a correction. 

There is no such thing as a Montreal County in Quebee. VVe know 
l . purpurca in Quebee not in the low valley of the St. Lawrence River, 
nor South of the St. Lawrence River, but in the boggy lakes of the 
Laurentian mountains north of IVIontreal, at soine élévation over the 
floor of the valle\'. The nearest known station is about fortv miles 
north of Montreal, and the northernmost at least one liundreil miles. 

e hâve yet made no attempt to explain tins striking disruption of 
range, but indications are that the migration is through the Ottawa 
hydrographie System.—Fu.
